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ELMIRA  COLLEGE. 


Elmira  College  was  founded  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing 
superior  facilities  for  the  highest  and  best  education  of  young 
women.  It  has  carefully  arranged  and  extensive  courses  of 
study,  with  all  those  advantages  of  libraries,  apparatus,  literary 
societies  and  lectures,  which  give  pre-eminence  to  Colleges  as 
compared  with  Academies,  High  Schools  and  Seminaries.  It 
was  the  first  college  for  women,  entitled  by  its  full  charter  and 
higher  collegiate  course  of  study  to  rank  as  such. 

Instruction  is  given  in  the  Classical  and  Modern  Languages 
and  Literature,  the  Physical  and  Natural  Sciences,  Mathematics, 
History,  ^Esthetics,  and  Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy.  Care 
has  been  taken  to  make  such  arrangement  and  distribution  of 
studies  in  the  different  departments  as  to  secure  the  best  mental 
discipline. 

By  the  terms  of  the  Charter  the  full  right  of  conferring 
Degrees,  both  Academic  and  Honorary,  is  given  to  this  College. 

Those  students  who  satisfactorily  complete  the  full  course  of 
study,  and  merit  the  approbation  of  the  Faculty  by  correct 
deportment,  are  entitled  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts. 

The  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  is  conferred  on  Bachelors  of 
Arts  who  fulfill  the  conditions  stated  under  the  head  of  Post- 
Graduate  instruction. 

Note.—  The  College  was  chartered  first  as  the  Auburn  Female  University  In  1852: 
was  transferred  to  Elmira  1853;  was  re-ehartered  as  the  ELMIRA  FEMALE  COLLEGE 
1855. 
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REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION. 


PEEPARATOEY  DEPARTMENT. 

This  is  designed  to  prepare  students  for  the  Freshman  Class. 
It  offers  a  high  standard  of  mental  discipline,  and  the  general 
privileges  of  the  College.  The  studies  are  arranged  so  as  to 
form  one  consecutive  course  with  the  collegiate  department. 

Candidates  for  admission  must  be  well  prepared  to  pass 
examinations  in  Orthography,  English  Grammar,  Geography, 
and  Arithmetic  to  ratio  and  proportion.  They  are  advised  to 
be  prepared  also  in  Jones'  Latin  Lessons,  although  a  class  will 
be  formed  for  those  who  need  to  begin  the  study  of  Latin. 

Applicants  who  give  assurance  by  examinations  or  certifi- 
cates, that  they  are  satisfactorily  prepared  in  other  studies 
besides  those  required  for  entrance,  will  have  the  work  accom- 
plished credited  to  them.  All  the  students  in  this  department 
will  have  their  studies  arranged  in  such  a  manner  as  will  best 
facilitate  their  preparation  for  the  Freshman  class.    • 

Preparatory  students  have  the  same  advantages  with  others 
of  instruction  in  music,  drawing  and  painting.  They  have  also 
the  opportunity  of  attending  the  lectures  on  Art,  Music,  the 
Sciences  and  Literature  that  are  given  in  the  various  depart- 
ments. 

The  expenses  for  board,  tuition,  etc.,  are  the  same  as  for 
College  students. 

Students  not  under  seventeen  years  of  age,  by  request  of 
parents  or  guardians,  may  select  studies  in  the  preparatory 
classes,  in  case  they  have  finished  higher  Arithmetic.  This  is 
designed  for  those  who  have  no  expectation  of  taking  higher 
collegiate  studies  but  who  wish  a  thorough  education  in  higher 
Academic  grades  of  study. 
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.ADMISSION  TO  THE  FEESHMAN  CLASS. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  the  Freshman  class  must  pre- 
sent satisfactory  certificates  or  pass  examinations  in  the  follow- 
ing studies : 

English. — English  Grammar  and  Elements  of  Rhetoric. 

Each  candidate  will  also  be  required  to  write  a  short  essay,  correct  in 
spelling,  punctuation,  capitals,  division  into  paragraphs,  grammar,  and 
expression,  upon  a  subject  selected  from  one  of  the  following  books: — 
Shakespeare's  Richard  III,  Longfellow's  Hiawatha,  Tennyson's  Vision  of 
Sir  Launf al,  Hawthorne's  Marble  Faun ;  or  from  the  following  historical 
periods :  The  Revolutionary  War ;  The  Wars  of  the  Roses. 

Geography. — Modern  and  Classical  Geography. 

History. — The  History  of  the  United  States;  the  History  of  England; 
Barnes'  United  States,  and  Anderson's  or  Steele's  England,  are  named  to 
indicate  the  knowledge  required. 

Mathematics. — Higher  Arithmetic  complete,  including  the  Metric 
System. 

University  Algebra,  through  quadratic  equations. 

Plane  Geometry,  first  four  books. 

Latin. — Latin  Grammar,  including  Prosody. 

Latin  Prose  Composition,  Jones'  Exercises  complete,  or  an  equivalent. 

Caesar ;  Gallic  War,  two  books. 

Sallust's  Catiline,  or  two  additional  books  of  Csesar. 

Cicero,  six  orations,  including  the  orations  for  the  Poet  Archias,  and 
the  Manilian  Law. 

Virgil ;  iEneid,  six  books,  and  six  Eclogues.      Pronunciation,  Roman. 

Greek. — Greek  Grammar;  Goodwin's  Grammar  is  preferred.  A  thor- 
ough familiarity  with  the  inflections  is  required. 

Greek  Prose  Composition ;  Jones'  Exercises. 

Xenophon ;  The  Anabasis,  three  books. 

Homer,  first  two  books  of  the  Iliad. 

The  pronunciation  as  given  in  the  preface  to  Goodwin's  Grammar  is 
preferred. 

The  following  preparation  in  French  or  German  will  be  accepted  in 
place  of  Greek:

Translating  German  at  sight. 

Equivalents  in  the  languages  will  be  accepted. 

All  candidates  for  advanced  classes  must  sustain  an  exami- 
nation in  the  studies  previously  pursued  by  the  class  which 
they  propose  to  enter.  By  meeting  this  requirement  students 
may  be  admitted  at  any  time  during  the  Collegiate  year. 

The  examination  of  candidates  for  entrance  will  be  held 
June  18  and  September  15th  and  16th.  Candidates  are  expected 
to  present  themselves  promptly  at  nine  o'clock  on  the  day 
appointed.  Applicants  are  advised  to  take,  if  possible,  the 
examination  in  June,  so  that  they  may  have  opportunity  to 
make  up  deficiencies  before  the  opening  of  the  fall  term. 

Certificates  of  the  Regents  of  the  University  of  this  State, 
and  also  those  from  accredited  teachers,  if  of  recent  date,  will 
admit  the  student  without  examination  to  probationary  stand- 
ing in  all  of  the  studies  specified.  These  certificates  must 
state  definitely  the  character  and  amount  of  the  work  done, 
the  length  of  time  given  to  the  study  of  the  languages, 
and  the  date  of  the  last  examination. 

Free  instruction  in  Music  or  Art  will  be  given  to  all  students 
whose  preparation  for  the  Freshman  class  is  so  complete  as  to 
be  unconditioned,  and  who  expect  to  take  the  full  course  of 
study  in  this  College. 

Satisfactory  evidence  of  good  moral  character  is  required. 

While  students  may  begin  in  the  Preparatory  department, 
the  languages  required  for  admission  to  the  Freshman  class,  it 
will  be  greatly  to  their  advantage  if  they  come  with  at  least 
one  year's  successful  study  of  Latin,  and  a  thorough  knowledge 
of  Arithmetic. 

SUGGESTIONS  AS  TO  PREPARATION. 

A  thorough  and  advanced  college  course  of  study  requires 
on  the  part  of  those  who  are  candidates  for  it,  some  years  of 
preparation  and  study  in  special  directions.  The  early  educa- 
tion of  girls  is  often  so  desultory  and   superficial   that   their 
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preparation  is  deficient  in  its  amount  and  thoroughness.  If 
girls  were  required  to  begin  Latin  at  ten  or  eleven  years,  the 
age  at  which  boys  are  accustomed  to  begin,  and  a  year  or  two 
later  take  up  a  second  language,  there  would  be  no  necessity 
for  crowding  or  hurrying  the  Preparatory  work,  but  it  could 
be  easily  accomplished  with  far  less  danger  to  health  than 
usually  arises  from  the  irregular  methods  which  so  generally 
prevail. 

The  character  of  the  work  done  in  the  preparatory  school  is 
of  the  greatest  importance,  for  there  the  foundations  are  laid, 
and  the  studies  required  for  admission  to  the  College  are  spe- 
cially adapted  to  give  that  accuracy  and  concentration  of  mind, 
and  that  mental  training  which  will  prove  invaluable  in  Col 
lege  work. 

Advanced  studies,  which  are  sometimes  taught  in  private 
and  High  Schools,  can  be  much  more  profitably  pursued  in 
College,  and  the  instruction  given  in  these  studies  in  the 
schools  is  rarely  accepted  as  an  equivalent  for  that  given  in 
colleges,  where  they  have  the  best  methods  and  appliances. 
The  time,  therefore,  might  better  be  given  to  the  studies  re- 
quired for  admission ;  and  students  should  not  be  permitted  to 
take  advanced  studies  until  they  are  thoroughly  prepared  to 
lay  aside  the  branches  commonly  taught  in  public  and  prepara- 
tory schools. 

The  Eclectic  Collegiate  Course  is  designed  for  students 
who  are  not  candidates  for  a  degree,  but  who  desire  to  pursue 
advanced  studies.  They  are  permitted  to  join  the  regular 
classes  of  the  College,  and  are  subject  to  its  regulations.  All 
candidates  for  this  course  must  furnish  satisfactory  evidence, 
either  by  examination  or  certificates,  of  having  had  a  prepara- 
tion in  mathematics  equivalent  to  the  requirements  for  admis- 
sion to  the  Freshman  class,  with  at  least  three  years  study 
given  to  one  or  two  of  the  languages,  other  than  English, 
required  for  admission.  They  must  have  such  proficiency 
in  their  studies  and  such  mental  ability  as  will  enable 
them  to  do  satisfactory  work  in  their  classes.  The  course 
of  study  taken  is  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Faculty. 
These  students  will  be  classed  according  to  the  average  of 
studies  accepted  by  the  Faculty.      Studies  are  usually  to  be 
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selected  in  the  order  of  the  course,  and  with  due  regard  to  what 
has  already  been  pursued. 

Special  students  who  desire  to  receive  instruction  in  particu- 
lar departments,  without  being  candidates  for  a  degree,  are 
permitted  to  do  so,  provided  they  prove  themselves  qualified 
to  pursue  the  studies  proposed. 

Teachers'  Course.  An  opportunity  is  given  those  who 
have  been  engaged  in  teaching,  to  avail  themselves  of  the  privi- 
leges of  the  College,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  a  better  prepa- 
ration for  their  work.  They  are  permitted  to  join  the  regular 
college  classes,  on  giving  satisfactory  evidence  of  ability  to  do 
so  without  detriment  to  others,  and  with  profit  to  themselves. 

By  this  means  they  may,  if  they  prefer,  make  a  specialty  of 
any  study,  such  as  the  languages,  mathematics,  or  the  sciences ; 
and  they  are  allowed  daily  to  join  the  classes  in  the  different 
years  of  those  departments.  They  can  thus  accomplish  in  a 
year's  time  the  work,  in  some  special  direction,  which,  in  the 
regular  college  course,  extends  over  three  or  four  years.  They 
may  also,  by  special  permission,  visit  the  class-rooms  of  the 
different  instructors  for  the  purpose  of  acquainting  themselves 
with  approved  methods  of  instruction. 

In  the  Scientific  Department  there  will  be  an  opportunity 
for  laboratory  practice ;  and  instruction  will  be  given  in  the 
use  of  the  compound  microscope. 

A  register  is  kept  of  the  names  of  teachers  who  have  pre- 
pared for  their  work  at  the  College,  many  of  whom  are  now 
filling  successfully  important  positions.  Those  who  are  seek- 
ing teachers  for  the  different  departments  of  study,  may  obtain 
information  as  to  the  ability,  qualifications  and  fitness  of  those 
who  are  available. 

All  those  who  have  been  students  at  the  College  and  wish  to 
secure  positions  as  teachers  are  requested  to  give  information 
of  the  fact. 

POST  GKADTJATE  INSTRUCTION. 

Graduates  of  this  or  other  colleges  may  pursue  advanced 
courses  of  study  in  the  College,  with  or  without  reference  to 
the  obtaining  of  a  degree. 
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Post  graduate  courses  of  study,  under  the  direction  of  the 
heads  of  the  different  departments  of  instruction,  are  arranged 
for  those  graduates  who  desire  to  prepare  for  the  Master's 
Degree. 

The  Degree  of  Master  of  Arts  is  conferred  on  Bachelors 
of  Arts  who  have  furnished  evidence  of  satisfactory  progress 
in  liberal  studies  since  graduation.  Those  who  have  complied 
with  any  one  of  the  following  requirements  are  entitled  to  this 
degree. 

1.  Graduates  of  at  least  two  years'  standing,  who  have  taken 
one  year's  systematic  study  in  Elmira  College,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Faculty,  and  have  passed  examinations  in  the 
studies  pursued. 

2.  Graduates  of  not  less  than  three  years'  standing,  who  have 
taken  at  least  one  post-graduate  course  each  year,  for  two  years, 
or  who  have  devoted  at  least  one  year  to  liberal  (and  non-pro- 
fessional) study,  and  who  by  special  examinations  and  essays 
give  satisfactory  evidence  of  their  work. 

3.  Graduates  who  have  pursued  a  three  years'  course  of 
professional  study ;  or  who  have  gained  special  eminence  in 
literary  or  scientific  pursuits,  and  who  shall  present  adequate 
proof  of  scholarly  work,  in  original  research  or  printed  matter. 

Candidates  for  this  degree  must  submit  their  proposed  courses 
of  study  to  a  committee  of  the  Faculty  appointed  for  this  pur- 
pose, by  the  fifteenth  of  September  in  each  year,  and  the 
evidence  of  a  year's  study  must  be  submitted  to  the  same  com- 
mittee by  the  first  of  June. 

Application  for  this  degree  must  be  made  to  the  President 
not  later  than  the  first  of  May. 

Eesident  graduates,  students  in  the  Eclectic  or  the  Teachers' 
course,  and  pupils  advanced  in  either  of  the  departments  of 
art,  on  leaving  the  College,  may  receive  from  the  President  a 
certificate  stating  the  amount  and  character  of  the  work  accom- 
plished. 

KEGULAR  COUKSE  OF  STUDY. 

The  regular  course  of  Collegiate  instruction  extends  through 
four  years.     Candidates  for  the  degree  of  A.  B.  are  required 
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to  continue  the  study  of  Latin  and  the  second  language  accepted 
for  admission  to  the  Freshman  class,  at  least  one  year  beyond 
the  requisitions  for  entrance.  In  addition  to  this  there  must  be 
one  and  a  half  years  study  of  a  third  language.  In  case  of 
of  special  preference  for  music  or  art,  these  branches  may  be 
pursued  in  place  of  this  additional  study  of  a  third  language. 
Those  who  desire  to  continue  the  study  of  the  languages  or 
mathematics,  beyond  the  requirements  for  a  degree,  may  take 
them  as  equivalents  for  prescribed  studies,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  President. 

The  study  of  History,  and  of  the  English  Language  and  Lit 
erature  is  systematic  and  progressive,  and  is  continued  through 
the  course.  Special  prominence  is  given  to  these  studies 
because  of  their  great  value  in  woman's  education. 

"Written  Examinations  are  held  in  all  the  studies,  and 
the  class  standing  of  the  students  depends  upon  the  result  of 
these  examinations  in  connection  with  the  record  of  scholar- 
ship in  the  daily  recitations.

The  above  course  of  study  represents  the  work  of  the  College 
in  the  different  years,  and  shows  the  various  branches  of  the 
curriculum  in  their  relation  to  one  another. 

MENTAL  AND  MOBAL  PHILOSOPHY. 

In  this  department  students  first  study  Hopkins'  Outline 
Study  of  Man,  and  afterward  either  Janet's  Theory  of  Morals 
or  Hopkins'  Law  of  Love,  and  Haven's  or  Porter's  Intellectual 
Powers.  The  works  are  carefully  studied  by  the  class  and 
written  abstracts  are  presented.  Free  discussions  are  encour- 
aged and  conversational  lectures  given  upon  the  chief  problems 
of  modern  philosophy,  with  historic  sketches  of  ancient, 
mediaeval  and  modern  schools.  It  is  the  leading  design  in 
these  studies  to  train  the  class  to  clear,  vigorous,  accurate 
thinking,  beyond  and  aside  from  the  special  lessons  of  the  text 
books. 

Great  care  is  taken  to  encourage  and  stimulate  thought  on 
these  vital  and  far-reaching  questions,  and  thus  to  cultivate  in 
the  students  the  use  of  their  noblest  faculties,  and  familiarity 
with  the  grandest  themes. 

CHEISTIAN  EVIDENCES. 

The  Senior  class  takes  as  a  text  book  Fisher's  Grounds  of 
Theistic  and  Christian  Belief,  a  work  admirably  adapted  to 
meet  the  questions  under  discussion  in  modern  thought. 

The  study  of  this  subject  embraces  a  careful  and  extended 
consideration  of  Historic  eyidences?  the  position  of  miracles. 
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with  respect  to  Christian  evidences,  Biblical  literature  and 
exegesis,  Theism  and  Christianity,  Ethnic  religions  and  their 
relations  to  Christianity,  general  relations  of  science  to  the 
Bible,  the  antiquity  and  early  history  of  man  considered  in  the 
light  of  science  and  the  Bible,  and  the  skeptical  tendencies  of 
modern  thought.  Frequent  lectures  are  given  to  the  students 
on  these  topics. 

THE  CLASSICAL  LANGUAGES. 

It  will  be  seen,  by  referring  to  the  Courses  of  Study,  that 
the  range  of  authors  studied  is  wide,  and  the  selection  such  as 
will  commend  itself  to  lovers  of  the  Classics.  It  is  the  aim  to 
produce  accurate  scholars  who  can  make  practical  use  of  the 
acquaintance  gained  with  these  models  of  thought  and  style. 
As  an  exercise  by  which  accuracy  may  be  secured,  occasional 
written  translations  are  required. 

Frequent  lectures  are  given  during  the  term  on  the  mythol- 
ogy, history,  and  social  customs  suggested  by  the  text,  in  order 
that  the  student  may,  as  far  as  possible,  enter  into  the  spirit  of 
the  Classic  age. 

Special  attention  is  given  to  the  writing  of  Latin  prose. 
The  pronunciation  used  is  the  Eoman,  as  indicated  in  Allen 
and  Greenough's  Latin  Grammar. 

FRENCH  AND  GERMAN. 

The  extent  to  which  these  languages  must  be  pursued  for 
the  obtaining  of  a  degree,  is  indicated  m  remarks  under 
Courses  of  Study. 

It  is  the  aim  throughout  the  course  to  teach  the  students 
to  think  in  the  language  studied ;  to  read  and  translate  at  sight ; 
and  to  speak  and  write  correctly  and  fluently.  All  class  exer- 
cises are  conducted  in  the  language  taught.  Careful  attention 
is  given  to  the  study  of  synonyms  and  idioms,  to  the  derivation 
and  formation  of  words  and  their  relation  to  other  languages, 
particularly  the  English. 

The  contemporary  history  is  studied  in  connection  with  the 
works  of  each  author,  and  the  circumstances  under  which  the 
works  were  written,  together  with  a  review  of  the  author's  life 
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and  a  criticism  of  his  work.  Frequent  miscellaneous  exercises 
in  the  language  are  introduced  in  connection  with  the  course 
to  give  variety  and  interest,  such  as  blackboard  exercises,  brief 
impromptu  essays,  recitations,  and  oral  descriptions  of  current 
events. 

During  the  last  year  of  the  course  special  instruction  is  given 
in  the  history,  development,  and  idiomatic  construction  of  each 
language ;  with  special  attention  to  Comparative  Grammar. 

ENGLISH  LANGUAGE  AND  LITEEATUEE. 

The  study  of  the  English  Language  and  Literature  is  con- 
tinuous with  the  course.  A  careful,  discriminating  study  is 
given  to  the  language,  its  formation,  structure,  idioms,  and 
power ;  and  the  strength,  beauty,  and  flexibility  it  possesses  as 
a  medium  for  thought.  A  theoretical  knowledge  of  the  laws 
of  thought  and  expression  is  imparted,  that  sound  principles  of 
literary  taste  and  judgment  may  be  inculcated.  Attention  is 
directed  to  the  close  relation  that  exists  between  the  thought 
and  the  language  and  style  in  which  it  finds  utterance ;  and 
great  care  is  taken  to  develop  in  the  student  facility  and  power 
in  the  use  of  the  language. 

For  this  purpose  systematic  and  critical  study  is  also  given 
to  the  historical  development  of  the  language  and  literature. 
By  reference  to  the  Course  of  Study  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
different  periods  of  English  Literature  pass  under  review  dur- 
ing the  four  years.  Thus  the  students  are  brought  each  year 
into  studious,  thoughtful  contact  with  the  best  writers  and 
thinkers,  and  their  own  methods  of  thought  and  expression  are 
unconsciously  influenced  and  moulded  by  the  companionship. 
By  this  plan  guidance  is  also  given  to  the  general  reading  of 
the  students  throughout  the  course;  lines  of  reading  are  taken 
up  in  connection  with  the  different  authors  and  periods  under 
consideration,  critical  and  illustrative  works  are  referred  to, 
and  the  student  is  taught  how  to  use  to  the  greatest  advantage 
the  philological,  biographical,  historical  and  critical  works 
bearing  on  the  subject.  Independent  criticism  and  discussion 
of  the  works  studied  are  encouraged,  and  a  pure  taste  and  high 
standard  of  literary  culture  is  developed. 
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HISTOEY. 

The  study  of  history  is  continued  through  the  four  years. 
Courses  of  reading  on  prominent  characters  and  events  in  the 
different  epochs  are  marked  out,  and  oral  and  written  reports 
are  required.  Attention  is  particularly  directed  to  the  true 
methods  of  historical  research.  The  historic  progress  of  civili- 
zation, and  the  development  of  political  institutions  and  ideas, 
are  considered,  and  the  mutual  bearings  and  influence  of  the 
History  of  a  period  upon  its  Literature  and  Art. 

MATHEMATICS  AND  ASTRONOMY. 

The  Course  in  Mathematics  comprises  the  following  branches: 
Higher  Algebra ;  Plane,  Solid  and  Spherical  Geometry  ;  Trig- 
onometry, plane,  analytical  and  spherical,  with  applications  to 
Navigation  and  Surveying ;  Analytical  Geometry ;  Calculus  ; 
Physical  and  Mathematical  Astronomy,  and  verifications  in 
the  Observatory. 

ASTRONOMICAL  OBSERVATORY. 

The  well-equipped  Astronomical  Observatory  which  for  the 
past  twenty  years  belonged  to  the  Elmira  Academy  of 
Sciences,  has  been  generously  donated  to  the  College,  certain 
privileges  being  reserved.  Students  in  Astronomy  can  now 
have  the  advantage  of  Observatory  practice  through  the  year, 
one  evening  a  week,  with  no  extra  charge. 

An  important  addition  has  been  made  to  the  Observatory  by 
the  erection  of  a  spacious  hall  for  a  Museum  of  Natural  History 
and  a  commodious  lecture  room  for  the  department  of  Physical 
Science. 

The  main  telescope  is  a  fine  Equatorial  Refractor  of  eight 
and  a  half  inches  clear  aperture,  with  fitting  circles,  micro- 
meters and  clock-work,  for  steady  field.  With  it,  studies  are 
made  of  the  principal  nebuhe,  of  certain  double  and  multiple 
stars,  of  all  the  available  planets,  of  lunar  appearances  and 
measurements,  and  of  sun-spots  and  other  solar  phenomena. 

The  Transit  Telescope,  Siderial  Clock,  and  Chronograph  are 
in  use  for  determining  the  right  ascension  and   declination  of

prominent  fixed  stars  and  the  several  planets,  as  well  as  for 
computing  terrestrial  latitude  and  longitude.  These  evening 
lessons  are  supplemented  by  the  calculation  of  one  or  more 
eclipses ;  studies  in  microscopical  measurement ;  use  of  the 
polariscope,  camera  lucida,  etc.  ;  with  lectures,  and  the  prac- 
tical use  of  instruments. 

THE  PHYSICAL  SCIENCES. 

The  studies  in  this  department  are  Higher  Physical  Geog- 
raphy, Natural  History,  Human  Physiology  and  Hygeine, 
Botany,  Physics,  Chemistry,  Geology,  and  Physical  and  Math- 
ematical Astronomy. 

Physical  Geography  is  taught  by  Lectures,  including  a  gen- 
eral study  of  the  Earth  in  its  relations  to  Physiographic  Geol- 
ogy ;  Meteorology  with  the  doctrines  of  climate  and  weather 
predictions ;  Zoology  and  distribution  of  animal  life ;  Plant 
Life,  its  distribution  and  economic  uses ;  how  to  observe  the 
life  history  of  plants  and  animals ;  the  leading  doctrines  of 
Ethnology,  and  a  traveler's  survey  of  the  principal  parts  of 
the  world,  etc.  The  Lectures  are  illustrated  by  diagrams, 
charts  and  specimens. 

The  Natural  History  of  Animals,  is  taught  by  Lectures, 
with  reference  books,  and  laboratory  work.  Beginning  with 
protozoan  life,  with  free  use  of  the  microscope,  preparation  of 
specimens,  and  selecting  a  few  type  species  grading  upward  to 
the  vertebrate  life,  an  outline  of  principles  of  classification  is 
attempted.  This  work  is  followed  by  the  study  of  a  single  class 
of  vertebrates,  viz.,  birds,  with  the  use  of  a  large  collection  of 
the  birds  of  North  America.  This  is  succeeded  by  a  study  of 
articulates  in  insect  life,  comprising  lectures  on  their  study 
and  classification ;  study  of  insect  depredations,  and  the  prac- 
tical knowledge  of  insect  habits,  with  respect  to  the  farm, 
garden,  and  orchard.  Students  are  also  taught  how  to  form 
illustrative  collections. 

Geology  is  taught  by  text  books  and  lectures.  Besides 
models,  restorations,  relief  maps,  sections,  etc.,  a  fair  collection 
of  mineralogical  and  lithological  specimens  is  used,  and  a  care- 
fully selected  collection  of  the  celebrated  Ward  casts  of  the 
representative  fossils  of  each  geological  era. 
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Special  care  is  taken  in  the  departments  of  Physics  and 
Chemistry  to  enable  the  students  to  acquire  facility  in  experi- 
menting, and  a  practical  knowledge  of  the  subjects  under  con- 
sideration. In  Physics  they  are  taught  to  deduce  laws  and 
principles  from  experimental  work,  to  express  these  laws  by 
means  of  mathematical  formulae  ;  and  then  to  verify  the  theo- 
ries and  mathematical  expressions  by  experiments.  Several 
weeks  of  the  course  in  Chemistry  are  devoted  to  the  subject 
of  household  Chemistry;  such  as  the  preparation  and  the 
doctrine  of  ferments,  detection  of  poisons,  adulteration  of  food, 
the  sanitary  condition  of  homes,  examination  of  textile  fabrics, 
etc. 

With  the  Spectroscope,  students  are  taught  to  detect  and 
map  the  spectra  of  metals  and  gases  with  the  use  of  the  induc- 
tion coil.  They  are  taught  the  use  of  the  compound  micro 
scope,  drawing  of  minute  forms,  measuring  microscopic  objects, 
and  are  trained  to  accurate  habits  of  observation,  and  encour- 
aged to  attempt  independent  research.  A  photographic  appa- 
ratus has  lately  been  added  to  this  department. 


SCHOOL  OF  MUSIC.

The  Musical  Department  is  under  the  direction  and 
supervision  of  Edward  Dickinson,  A.  B.,  professor  of  instru- 
mental music,  thorough-bass  and  harmony.  Pupils  are  given 
the  benefit  of  regular  private  lessons  in  addition  to  the  usual 
class  training. 
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The  course  of  instrumental  study  is  based  upon  the  thor- 
ough methods  which  have  become  established  in  the  leading 
music  schools  of  Europe.  Students  are  taken  through  a  course 
which  includes  the  technical  studies  of  Plaidy,  Schmidt,  Czerny, 
Mason  and  Tausig,  the  etudes  of  Bertini,  Czerny,  Loeschhorn, 
Cramer,  Clementi,  Moscheles,  Henselt,  Chopin,  etc.,  and  so  far 
as  is  consistent  with  sound  progress,  an  insight  is  given  into 
the  various  schools  of  composition  from  Sebastian  Bach  to 
Liszt.  The  highest  possible  technical  proficiency  is  insisted 
upon,  but  always  as  a  means  to  the  attainment  of  true  musical 
intelligence  and  appreciation. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  department  to  give,  in  addition  to  the 
thorough,  systematic,  and  critical  instruction  of  private  lessons, 
the  advantages  of  a  broader  and  more  intelligent  study  of  the 
great  masters,  than  mere  private  tuition,  or  the  limited  oppor- 
tunities of  provincial  towns  can  supply. 

Historical  and  critical  lectures  will  be  given  by  the  director 
of  the  department,  which  will  ultimately  cover  the  entire  field 
of  modern  musical  production,  from  Sebastian  Bach  to  the 
latest  composer  of  established  reputation.  These  lectures  will 
be  illustrated  by  choice  selections  from  the  works  of  these 
masters,  vocal  and  instrumental,  solo  and  concerted ;  and  in 
these  renderings  students  will  take  part  with  their  instructors ; 
and  the  aid  of  artists  from  abroad  will  occasionally  be  secured. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  provide  musical  students  with 
opportunities  for  hearing  the  best  artists  and  for  cultivating  a 
correct  musical  taste. 

Unusual  opportunities  will  be  given  to  those  who  wish  to 
become  good  church  organists.  The  instruction  in  this  direc- 
tion will  be  of  the  most  thorough  character;  beginning  with 
the  solid  foundation  of  the  German  school,  the  fountain  head 
of  all  true  organ  playing,  continuing  thorugh  the  French  and 
the  English  school,  and  including  special  drill  in  the  art  of 
accompanying  the  church  service. 

The  College  Chapel  is  furnished  with  a  superior  organ  from 
the  celebrated  establishment  of  Messrs.  Hook  &  Hastings,  of 
Boston. 

It  has  two  banks  of  keys  with  a  full  compass  from  CC  to  A 
in  Alt. — fifty-eight  notes  with  pedal  twenty -five  notes.     It  has 
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seventeen  of  the  most  approved  stops  with   all   modern  im- 
provements. 

VOCAL  COURSE. 

Exercises  and  studies  by  Concone,  Bassini,  Marchesi,  Bonoldi 
and  others. 

A  high  standard  is  employed  in  voice  culture,  "beginning 
with  the  scientific  development  of  the  voice,  and  proceeding  to 
the  highest  degree  of  efficiency  which  the  taste,  talent  and 
diligence  of  the  student  may  render  possible.  A  class  in  vocal 
training,  sight  reading,  and  general  exercises,  is  gratuitously 
open  to  all  students. 

Special  students  are  admitted  who  desire  to  give  their  whole 
attention  to  music,  at  much  less  cost  and  yet  with  advantages 
of  instruction  and  drill  similar  to  those  of  the  musical  conserv- 
atories of  the  great  cities. 


SCHOOL  OF  AET.

This  department  is  in  charge  of  an  experienced  professional 
artist  of  superior  excellence  in  landscapes,  portraits  and  figures, 
in  oil,  water  colors  and  crayon  ;  and  the  best  advantages  will 
be  enjoyed  by  those  who  desire  to  pursue  the  arts  to  any  degree 
of  proficiency. 

A  fine  selection  of  casts  from  classic  and  modern  statuary 
belongs  to  the  Art  Department,  among  which  are  full  size  busts 
of  the  Apollo  Belvidere,  Diana,  Venus  de  Milo,  Julius  de 
Medici  (by  Michael  Angelo),  Venus  de  Medici,  Thorwaldsen's 
Mercury,  and  Eve,  Clytie,  and  full  length  reductions  of  Flora, 
Venus  de  Milo,  Pomona,  a  torso  of  the  Laocoon,  with  colossal 
busts  of  Bacchus  and  Ariadne.  These,  with  models  of  hands 
and  feet,  studies  in  anatomy,  and  a  number  of  standard  casts 
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of  horses,  cattle,  dogs,  and  other  animals,  furnish  fine  advan- 
tages for  the  study  of  art.  Modeling  in  clay  will  be  taught  to 
those  who  desire  it. 

The  history  and  principles  of  the  Fine  Arts  form  the  subject 
of  lessons  or  lectures  through  the  last  session  of  the  Senior 
year;  and  these  are  largely  illustrated  by  engravings,  and 
drawings  prepared  expressly  for  the  class,  and  by  a  very  exten- 
sive collection  of  large  photographs  selected  in  Europe  illus- 
trating the  most  celebrated  works  of  Architecture,  Sculpture, 
and  Painting. 

Elementary  Drawing  is  a  part  of  the  regular  Preparatory 
Course,  and  students  are  expected  to  give  attention  to  this 
exercise  for  at  least  one  year,  except  such  as  are  specially  ex- 
cused after  examination. 

To  such  students  as  desire  a  thorough  and  systematic  educa- 
tion in  art,  the  following  course  is  recommended : 

First  Year. — Elementary  and  miscellaneous  pencil  drawing  twice  a 
week.  Crayon  drawing  both  in  outline  and  shading  of  solid  geometric 
forms — elements  of  perspective.  Portions  of  the  human  figure  from 
casts. 

Second  Year. — Drawing  from  Casts — Studies  in  heads  from  the  An- 
tique— Crayon  studies  in  Portrait  from  Life — Oil  Painting  begun  if 
desired. 

Third  Year. — Drawing  from  the  round  in  crayon  and  in  color  -pro- 
gressive studies  in  oil  landscapes,  copies  in  several  stages — carefully 
finished  paintings,  landscapes,  flowers,  fruits,  figure  pieces ;  according  to 
the  proficiency,  taste  and  choice  of  the  student.  A  course  of  Art  Lec- 
tures is  given  to  the  Senior  class,  on  the  Principles  of  Criticism,  History 
of  Art,  and  Styles  of  the  Great  Masters,  with  autotype  illustrations  of 
their  most  important  works.  To  these  lectures,  advanced  art  students 
are  admitted. 

The  College  has  made  very  important  additions  to  the  Art 
Department,  in  forming  the  beginning  of  a  gallery  of  represen- 
tative American  Art.  Valuable  works  have  been  secured  from 
such  well  known  artists  as  J.  B.  Bristol,  J.  E.  Brevoort,  Geo. 
H.  McCord,  A.  C.  Howland,  William  Morgan,  Arthur  Parton, 
Henry  W.  Parton,  Miss  Annie  Morgan,  William  H.  Beard, 
William  B.  Baker,  C.  T.  Chapman,  F.  S.  Smith,  Gk  W.  Waters 
and  others.  It  is  designed  to  make  additions  each  year  until 
it  shall  be  a  true  representative  gallery  of  American  Art. 
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SOCIETIES. 

The  Callisophia  and  Philomathea  Societies  are  literary 
associations,  composed  of  elected  members  from  the  collegiate 
classes.  They  have  well  selected  libraries,  and  many  of  the 
leading  literary  and  scientific  periodicals  for  the  use  of  the 
members.  The  societies  meet  weekly  for  literary  purposes, 
and  occasionally  give  public  entertainments  in  the  College 
chapel. 

The  Christian"  Association  of  the  College  was  organized 
in  1866.  It  is  a  voluntary  organization,  having  for  its  object 
mutual  helpfulness  in  the  Christian  life,  and  co-operation  in 
all  suitable  ways  of  doing  good.  It  has  succeeded  from  the 
first  in  enlisting,  on  the  part  of  its  members,  a  deep  interest  in 
all  forms  of  Christian  work,  and  especially  that  of  missionary 
effort.  This  interest  has  deepened  as  one  and  another  have 
gone  from  the  College  to  labor  as  missionaries  in  foreign  lands 
The  Association  holds  monthly  meetings,  when  some  special 
department  of  Christian  labor  is  considered. 


MORAL  AND  RELIGIOUS  CULTURE. 


While  the  College  seeks  to  secure  the  utmost  excellence  in 
scholarship,  and  the  highest  attainments  possible  in  elegant 
arts  and  accomplishments,  yet  all  these  will  be  subordinate  to 
excellence  in  personal  character.  In  this  respect  the  aim  of  the 
Institution  is  widely  different  from  that  of  colleges  for  young 
men.  While  the  highest  and  best  culture  of  the  intellect  is 
sought,  it  is  not,  however,  for  the  sake  of  a  profession,  nor  for 
literary  honors  or  social  display,  but  for  the  purpose  of  making 
the  best  use  of  an  immortal  mind,  and  furnishing  it  with  the 
best  materials  and  the  highest  skill  for  Christian  influence  and 
usefulness. 

It  endeavors  at  the  same  time  to  conserve  and  develop  all 
the  excellences  of  a  pure  and  noble  womanhood,  so  that  parents 
and  guardians  may,  with  entire  confidence  entrust  the  most 
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important  and  critical  }^ears  of  their  daughters  and  wards  to 
the  care  of  the  Institution.  The  importance  of  this  trust  is 
fully  recognized  and  deeply  felt,  not  merely  as  a  business  trust, 
but  as  a  Christian  responsibility. 

The  Bible  is  systematically  taught  and  the  Faculty  and  stu- 
dents meet  daily  in  the  College  Chapel  for  religious  worship. 
Although  by  the  Charter  the  College  is  under  the  care  of  the 
Presbyterian  Synod  of  New  York,  yet  there  is  no  intention 
to  render  the  College  sectarian  in  its  influence  over  the  students 
entrusted  to  its  care.  A  definite  provision  of  the  Charter 
requires  that  the  principal  evangelical  denominations  shall 
always  be  represented  in  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Denomina- 
tional preferences  and  associations  are  most  carefulty  respected, 
and  students  are  required  to  attend  such  places  of  worship  as 
their  parents  may  designate. 

The  government  of  the  College  is  designed  to  be  that  of  a 
model  Christian  family,  in  which  affection,  respect,  courtesy, 
and  refinement,  shall  so  prevail  as  to  render  reproof  and  special 
discipline  unnecessary,  or  at  least  very  rare.  Yet  thorough 
obedience  and  lady-like  deportment  will  be  insisted  on,  and 
students  who  will  not  unite  with  their  teachers  in  the  work  of 
improvement  will  not  be  allowed  to  remain.  It  is  intended 
that  every  student  shall  enjoy  the  pleasant  associations,  and 
receive  the  personal  care  of  a  true  home. 

The  College  is  able  to  offer  very  excellent  accommodations 
to  about  one  hundred  boarding  students.  These  students,  with 
a  majority  of  the  Faculty,  constitute  the  College  family.  This 
number  allows  the  best  opportunities  for  personal  influence, 
and  without  losing  the  home-feeling,  permits  the  free  play  of 
healthful  association  and  well-controlled  emulation. 

PHYSICAL  CULTUEB. 

Careful  attention  is  paid  to  health  and  physical  culture.  All 
the  students  are  expected  to  exercise  daily  in  the  open  air, 
unless  specially  excused.  They  also  engage  in  gymnastic  and 
calisthenic  exercises  in  the  gymnasium.  These  exercises  are 
accompanied  by  music  and  are  under  the  direction  of  an  expe- 
rienced teacher.     The  grounds  of   the  College  afford  ample 
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opportunity  for  walks  and  games;    and  healthful  and  pleasant 
exercise  is  secured  by  skating  or  rowing  on  the  lake. 

In  case  of  illness  the  students  are  under  the  care  of  the 
Matron,  who  is  an  experienced  and  skillful  nurse.  No  charge 
is  made  for  attendance  or  medicine  except  when  under  the  care 
of  a  physician. 

The  health  of  the  students  always  receives  the  most  careful 
consideration;  and  due  regard  is  given  to  any  reasons  which 
may  seem  to  require  either  temporary  rest  from  study  or  a 
final  removal  from  College;  but  it  is  always  expected  that  no 
student  will  leave  College  before  the  close  of  the  Collegiate 
year,  except  for  reasons  entirely  satisfactory  to  the  Faculty 
Each  student  is  expected  to  bring  a  certificate  of  vaccination 
Correspondence  on  the  subject  of  health  may  be  addressed 
to  the  Matron,  Mrs.  Fidelia  Stanley. 

RECENT  IMPROVEMENTS. 

The  College  has  recently  made  very  important  improvements 
costing  more  than  twenty  thousand  dollars.  An  extensive 
addition  to  the  building  furnishes  new  and  superior  class  rooms 
library,  dining  room,  and  bath  rooms.  Also  a  large  passenger 
Elevator  takes  away  almost  entirely  the  necessity  for  going 
up  and  down  stairs. 

The  Chapel,  College  parlors  and  Society  halls  have  been 
refurnished  and  decorated  in  tasteful  modern  style.  The  entire 
building  is  heated  by  steam  and  lighted  by  gas,  and  all  ar- 
rangements are  made  with  reference  to  the  health,  comfort  and 
happiness  of  the  students. 


APPLICATIONS  POP  ADMISSION. 


Application  with  definite  engagement  of   room   should   be 
made  as  early  as  possible.     This  is  of  special  importance  in 
case  of  students  in  advanced  classes.     The  College  wishes  to 
give  them  the  preference  in  the  choice  of  rooms.     This  is  -en 
erally  impossible  except  by  an  early  definite  application 
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'Students  to  whom  rooms  were  assigned  at  the  close  of 
the  year  are  requested  to  send  definite  notice  of  their  desire  to 
retain  their  rooms,  or  their  wish  to  relinquish  them,  on  or 
before  the  20th  day  of  August. 

It  is  requested  that  the  letter  of  definite  application  contain 
statements  on  the  following  points :  1st,  Age ;  2d,  General 
Health ;  3d,  Name  of  school  last  attended  ;  4th,  Branches  of 
studies  recently  pursued  ;  5th,  Whether  the  time  to  be  spent 
in  study  beyond  the  current  year  is  doubtful,  probable  or  de- 
cided ;  6th,  What  church  is  preferred  by  the  parent  or  guar- 
dian for  the  attendance  of  the  applicant. 

Boarding  students  are  expected  to  furnish  each  her  own  nap- 
kins and  towels,  one  pair  of  sheets  and  pillow  cases,  and  a  cov- 
erlet and  blankets,  so  that  two  room-mates  may  together  furn- 
ish all  needed  bed-clothing.  Each  student  should  provide  a 
spoon  for  use  in  her  own  room,  a  gymnastic  costume,  a  water- 
proof cloak,  an  umbrella  and  overshoes.  Each  accepted  appli- 
cant will  receive  a  card  giving  directions  for  the  gymnastic 
costume.  Every  student  will  need  a  Bible  with  marginal  ref- 
erences, a  Bible  Dictionary,  and  nn  English  Dictionary 

It  is  very  desirable  that  the  wardrobe  should  be  plain,  but 
yet  so  complete  as  to  avoid  the  necessity  for  frequent  pur- 
chases in  term  time.  All  articles  of  clothing  should  be  dis- 
tinctly marked  with  the  owner's  name. 

KEGULATIONS. 

Thorough  scholarship,  such  as  the  aims  of  the  College  con- 
template, can  not  be  secured  if  absence  from  recitations,  and 
interruption  of  the  hours  of  study  be  allowed ;  hence,  under 
ordinary  circumstances,  visiting  at  home  or  among  friends  is 
not  permitted.  Social  visits  in  the  city  must  be  rare,  and 
guarded  by  careful  limitations. 

Calls  upon  the  young  ladies  are  to  be  confined  to  the  hours 
of  recreation.  Calls  are  not  expected  in  the  evening  or  on  the 
Sabbath.  Except  in  very  rare  cases  students  will  not  be  allowed 
to  be  absent  from  College  during  the  Sabbath.

Mr.  Simeon  Benjamin,  the  principal  founder  of  the  College, 
left  a  bequest  of  $25,000,  the  income  of  which  forms  an  Aid- 
Fund  for  assisting  worthy  and  needy  young  women.  Gen.  A. 
S.  Diven  has  also  given  the  sum  of  $4,000  to  be  a  Free  Schol- 
arship, the  income  of  which  is  accepted  by  the  College  in  full 
payment  for  the  annual  charge  for  board  and  tuition  for  one 
student.
